Ernest Thompson Seton, widely known au« 
thority on yildlife, died at his home 
near Santa Fe, New Mexico, October 23 , 
Besides his work as author, artist and 
lecturer, he was active in the organiza- 
tion of the Boy Scouts of America. and 
founded. the Woodcraft League for boys and 
girls. The more than 40 volumes he pub- 
lished (beginning with "Wild Animals I 
Have Known," in 1898), were read and 
loved by thousands of children, who 
gained from them a knowledge and intergst 
in wildlife which carried on through 
their lives
